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1. An appeal brief was filed on December 18, 2009. Upon reconsideration of 
applicant's arguments it is decided that the rejections of record will be withdrawn. For 
further details see the reasons of allowance recited below. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are allowable over the closest prior art of record, Flapper et al. (US 4,272,242) and of 
Komforth et al. (US 6,033,590) because the prior art do not teach or fairly suggest the 
instantly claimed coarser fraction average particle diameter and water content of the 
pretanned animal hide. A prima facie case was developed based on Flapper et al. in 
view of Komforth et al. but upon reconsideration, while column 9, lines 14-22 of Flapper 
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teach a multimodal distribution of clay particles, the distribution is quantitatively different 
from the distribution instantly claimed. Plapper et al. teach fine particles ranging from 
0.2-25|jm and coarse particles of 25|jm - 5mm, which differs from applicant's claimed 
finely divided fraction with an average particle diameter of less than 0.5|jm and claimed 
coarser fraction with an average particle diameter less than 5|jm. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
